TAX RETURN 


If the combined income of a mau 
and his wife is less than $5,000, it 
would pay te file joint income tax 
returns. 


The income tax exemption for a 
man and wife living together is $2,500 
for incomes under $5,000. If they 
file their income tax returns sepa- 
rately, they are each entitled to an 
exemption of $1,000, a total of $2,000 
for both. 

For example if a man earns $56 
a week and his wife $25, it would 
vay to file a joint return. 

The total tax en such a joint return 
would be $56. If they filed sepa: 
rately, the man’s tax alone would 
be S64, whicn is more than the total 
ax on the joint return. In addition, 
the wife would have to pay a $12 
tax; making it cost this couple S20 
more to file separate income tax re- 
turns than it would cost to file a 
single joint return. 

For combined incomes  petween 
$5,000 and $6,000 the tax would be 
the same for either a joint or sepa- 
rate return, For incomes’ above 
$6,000 it is usually cheaper to file 
seymurate returns, as will be explained 
later,
